REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


During 1988, Swanzey continued to grow. The ‘tax 
base increased $ 11,904,601 or approximately 6%. 
Residential construction accounted for almost 90% of 
the increase in valuation or $ 10,727,635. 


Selectman Myron “Mike’ S. Steere III resigned in 
July of this year and Lawrence Harrington of South 
Road was appointed by the Board to fill the vacancy 
until March Town Meeting. We thank Mike for the many 
hours he contributed in service to the town as a 
Selectman. 


1988 saw the successful establishment of 
Swanzey’s first full-time Police Department with the 
hiring of Chief Brian Brown in July and the 
subsequent hiring of two additional full time 


Of 1Ccers. In the past few months many changes have 
been made in the department in an effort to improve 
our police services. Much credit for the smooth 


transition from the part-time department to the full- 
time department must be given to Lt. Larry Waters. 

We would also like to take this opportunity to thank 
Richard Wood, Jr., who served as part-time Chief 
until March of 1988. 


Solid waste disposal is another town service 
which saw many changes in 1988 and will continue to 
change in 1989. In September of 1988, Mandatory 
Recycling was instituted at our Pine Street facility. 
We hope to improve the effectiveness of this 
recycling program this year through the construction 
of additional bins to separate and store recyclables. 
As the cost of solid waste disposal increases, it 1s 
important that users of our facility make additional 
efforts to recycle. 


The West Swanzey Muster Team generously donated 
twenty-one acres of river land off of Pine Street. 
This land was given to the town under the LCIP 
program and provides much needed access to the 
Ashuelot River. Our thanks are extended to the 
Muster Team for their important gift. 


The Board of Selectmen would also 11ke to take 
this opportunity express our appreciation to the many 
people who volunteer numerous hours to the town on 
the Rescue Squad, Fire Department, committees, 
boards, and task forces. We encourage you to read 
the reports which they have submitted summarizing 
their activities and accomplishments of the year.

Amendment No. 6. Section XVIII. Wetlands Conservation District. Replace the 
present ordinance with a new ordinance drafted by the Conservation Commission 
with the help of the Cheshire County Conservation District. The new ordinance 
reads as follows: 


WETLANDS CONSERVATION DISTRICT 


1. DISTRICT BOUNDARIES 

The Swanzey Wetlands Conservation District is defined as those areas of the 
Town that contain marshes, ponds, bogs, lakes, swamps, streams, as well as soils 
that are defined as poorly or very poorly drained by the National Cooperative 
Soil Survey conducted by the USDA Soil Conservation Service. 

The District as herein defined is shown on the 1984 Soil Conservation 
Service Soil Survey Maps designated as the "Town of Swanzey Wetlands Conservation 
District Map" and is part of the Zoning Map of the Town of Swanzey. 

Additional soil survey data, based on High Intensity Soils Maps, prepared by 
a qualified soils scientist, may be substituted for the Wetlands Conservation 
District Map in determining the location of Wetlands. 

For a detailed explanation of soil types, refer to “Soil Potential Ratings 
for Development, Cheshire County, New Hampshire, August 1984", on file with the 
Swanzey Planning Board and the Town Clerk and the Soil Conservation Service in 
Keene, N.H. 


2. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

In all cases where the Wetland Conservation District is superimposed over 
another zoning district in the Town of Swanzey, that district whose regulations 
are more restrictive shall apply. 

Boundary Appeals - In the event that the Selectmen or the Conservation 
Commission, showing just cause, questions the vaiidity of the boundaries of a 
Wetland area on a specific parcel of land, or upon the written petition of the 
owner or any abuttor of the said parcel, the Board shall call upon the services 
of a qualified soil scientist to examine said area, using High Intensity Soils 
Maps, and report his findings to the Planning Board for their determination of 
the boundary. The cost of such appeal shall be borne by the petitioner. 


3. PURPOSE 

By the authority granted in N.H. RSA 674:16-17 and 674:20-21. and in the 
interest of public health, safety and general welfare, the Swanzey Wetlands 
Conservation District is hereby enacted to regulate the uses of lands subject to 
standing water or extended periods of high water table. 

A. To prevent the development of structures and land uses on wetlands which 
would contribute to the pollution of surface and groundwater. 

B. To prevent the destruction of natural wetlands which provide flood 
protection, groundwater recharge, pollution abatement, the augmentation of stream 
flow during dry periods, the valuable wildlife habitats, and which are important 
for such other reasons as those cited in RSA 483-A:1-b. 


C. To prevent unnecessary or excessive expenses to the Town to provide and 
maintain essential services and utilities. 

D. To encourage those uses that can be appropriately 
and safely located in wetlands areas. 

E. To preserve and enhance those aesthetic values associated with the 
wetlands of this Town. 


4. PERMITTED USES 

In areas containing poorly or very poorly drained soils, Swamps, marshes, 
bogs, open water and major streams are as follows: 

A. Water impoundments, to the extent that wildlife considerations will 
allow and constructions of wells for water supply. 

B. Drainage ways, streams, creeks or other paths of normal runoff water. 

C. Wildlife habitat development and management. 

D. Parks and such recreation uses as are consistent with the purpose and 
intent of Section 3. 

E. Conservation areas and natural trails. 

F. Open spaces as permitted by subdivision regulations and other sections 
of the Ordinance. 

G. Forestry and Tree Farming in Wetlands. 

Group IIB. The soils in this group are poorly drained. The seasonal high 
water table is generally within 12 inches of the surface. Productivity of these 
poorly drained soils is generally less than soils in the other groups. 
Successional trends are toward climax stands of shade tolerant softwoods, i.e. 
red spruce and hemlock. Red Maple is common and a persistent component in many 
stands with balsam fir. These soils generally support stands of hemlock, red 
spruce and balsam fir. Red maple cordwood stands or slow growing hemlock 
Sawtimber are common. However, due to poor soil drainage, forest management is 
somewhat limited. Severe windthrow hazard limits partial cutting, frost action 
threaten survival of planted seedlings, and harvesting is generally restricted to 
periods when the ground is frozen. 

H. Agriculture in Wetlands. Agricultural practices are the principal 
threat to wetlands in many areas. Drainage destroys wetland vegetation and 
wildlife. Diking interferes with wetland water and nutrient supplies. Other 
impacts include nutrient enrichment from agricultural runoff (fertilizers, 
manure), sedimentation for erosion and discharge of soil into waterways, 
introduction of toxic chemicals form agricultural pesticide and herbicides, 
disturbance of wetland water supplies by agricultural pumping , introduction of 
exotic species into wetland areas and destruction of wetland vegetation and 
wildlife by plowing, harvesting and other practices. 

Wetland impacts may by minimized by: 

Utilizing minimum tillage farming techniques. 

Avoiding drainage and diking. 

Adopting soil conservation measures to control erosion and agricultural 
runoff. 

Maintaining wetland buffer zones. 

Fencing streamside wetlands and influent streams to reduce erosion and 
direct pollution by cattle. 

Reducing application of manure to frozen soils during the winter. 

Controlling presticides, herbicides, fungicides and fertilizer applications. 

Increasing wild crop harvesting and agriculture consistent with natural 
wetland characteristics. 

I. The construction or reconstruction of fences, footbridges, catwalks, 
wharfs and structures that enhance the site as wildlife habitat provided: 1) 


Said structures are constructed so as to permit the unobstructed flow of water; 
2) The natural contour of the wetlands is preserved; and 3) The Planning Board 
has reviewed and approved the proposed construction based upon a Cheshire County 
Conservation District (CCCD) wetland evaluation, if requested by the Planning 
Board or Conservation Commission. 

J. Alteration of the surface configuration of the land by filling or 
dredging provided that: 1) The alteration enhance the wetland wildlife aspect of 
the site; 2) The natural contour of the wetland is preserved and 3) The Planning 
Board has reviewed and approved the proposed project based upon a CCCD wetlands 
evaluation, if requested by the Planning Board or Conservation Commission. 


The permitted uses are not to involve the erection of a structure or the 
alteration of the surface configuration of the land by the addition of fill or by 
dredging except as a common treatment associated with the permitted uses. 

“Common Treatment” will be in accordance with CCCD recommendations. 


5.4 nSPECLALSEXCEPLIONS 

Special exceptions may be granted by the Board of Adjustment for the 
following uses within the Wetlands Conservation District: 

A. The construction of streets, roads and other access ways, and for 
pipelines, powerlines and other transmission lines provided that all of the 
following conditions are found to exist: 

1) The proposed construction is essential to the productive use of land not 
within the Wetlands Conservation District. 

2) Design and construction methods will be such as to minimize detrimental 
impact (as determined by the CCCD wetland evaluation, if requested by the Board 
of Adjustment of the Conservation Commission) upon the wetland and will include 
restoration of the site as nearly as possible to its original grade and 
condition. 

3) No alternative route which does not cross the wetland or has less 
detrimental impact on the wetland is feasible. 

4) Economic advantage alone is not reason for the proposed construction. 

B. Prior to the granting of a Special Exception under this Section, the 
applicant shall agree to submit a performance security to the Board of Selectmen. 
The security shall be submitted in a form and amount, with surety and conditions 
satisfactory to the Selectmen and approved by Town Counsel to ensure that the 
construction has been carried out in accordance with the approved design. The 
security shall be submitted and approved prior to issuance of any permit 
authorizing construction. 


6. SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

No septic tank, cesspool, privy, seepage pit, leach field, or underground 
storage tanks or containers may be located closer than one hundred twenty five 
feet (125’) to any designated wetland. 

No impact to the wetlands is to be allowed or even considered for approval 
until the applicant has submitted a site plan of the proposed project. The Plan 
must be of sufficient detail so that it leaves no doubt as to the precise 
location of the proposed project and its likely impact. 

Wetland areas will not be used to satisfy minimum lot area and setback 
requirements and may not be used when applying a residential density factor. 


7. EXEMPTION FOR RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES 
Notwithstanding other provisions of this Articie, the construction or 
additions and extension to one and two family dwellings shall be permitted within

the Wetlands Conservation District provided that: a) The dwelling lawfully 
existed prior to the effective date of this Article; and b) That the proposed 
construction conforms with all other applicable Ordinances and regulations of the 
Town of Swanzey.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


January and February brought us many snow and 
ice storms, but with the new one ton plow, to relieve 
the grader on the steep hills, snow removal was 
speeded up. With the exception of a transmission 
failure, the equipment worked well. Salt and sand 
consumption has increased as the number of miles of 
maintained road has grown. 


The bad curve on Cobble Hill] Road was 
straightened out as much as possible, and has made it 
safer and easier to negotiate. We cut trees, blasted 
boulders, and widened and sloped Pebble Hill Road to 
the stone walls which helped visibility and made room 
to meet vehicles and to maintain the road. We hope 
to do a similar job on at least some of Cramm Hil] 
Road this year. 


We removed the last railroad crossing in town, 
on Railroad Street, prepared the Police Department 
parking lot for asphalt, excavated for the Civil 
Defense generator building, and assisted the Fire 
Department with some truck maintenance. Beavers gave 
us some trouble in East Swanzey and we replaced the 
cubes 1n both burn pits at the Recycling Center, and 
placed a lot of fill there to cover and reduce fire 
hazards. 


Ash Hill Road and Warmac Road are black topped 
through now as well as Westbrook Court. We also chip 
sealed eight more miles of roads and should be able 
to be on a five year plan for resealing all roads. I 
would like to reclaim the Eaton Road and Matthews 
Road, but the high cost will require a capital 
reserve fund, added to each year, to keep the highway 
budget down. 


Fifty-eight driveway permits were issued this 
year, and we acquired about three miles of new roads. 


We received our new dump truck complete with 
snow plows and a sander in September for 
approximately $5,000 less than was appropriated, and 
bought a new 4x4 pickup within the budget. Our new 
one ton truck was taken for a joyride, resulting in 
excess of $600 damage, but was quickly recovered and 
repaired. Someone borrowed our pickup plow and has 
not returned it. 
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A.E. Hill Construction crushed gravel in Jake 
Plummer’s pit, most of which we have in stock, and 
Beaman Lumber screened our winter sand at our own 
sand bank. 


As 1s obvious, Carlton Bridge was closed at the 
recommendation of the State Bridge engineers, and we 
had to repair the Thompson Bridge after a high truck 
broke 8 roof trusses. Needless to say, the highway 
department has a diversified work schedule. 


Winter storms held off until December, but 
since, with mostly ice storms, our salt and sand 
supplies have been depleted as soon as we acquire it. 
Frozen culverts and frost heaves are a problem and I 
predict spring thaw to raise havoc with a lot of 
roads.

Last town meeting we promoted the appropriation 
of $30,000 to help purchase conservation land through 
the Conservation Investment Program. Since, we have 
been working with the town appointed task force in 
evaluating areas to be protected by this program. 

The process remains ongoing, with current discussions 
With landowners regarding specific parcels. 


Our interests have also extended to our water 
resources as they are affected at our boards. We 
have provided testimony to protect the wetlands 
Shared and abutting Keene as development ensues and 
threatens the wetlands environment. By request from 
town residents, we have completed a review of the 
Yale Forest site as a landfill, resulting in the 
recommendation that it 1s not to be utilized as such. 
We have joined with the Keene Conservation Commission 
and Planning Department in a cumulative effects study 
on the Swanzey/Keene groundwater systems, to be 
carried out with the assistance of the EPA, the 
Audubon Society of N.H., the Cheshire County 
Conservation District and the Monadnock Sierra Club. 
“As the airport plans its expansion, we have offered 
assistance in the establishment of a natural resource 
management plan for this area. 


We continue with our regular task of reviewing 
all dredge and fill permits, working as consultants 
to the Planning Board and Board of Adjustment with 
environmental issues surrounding development, and 
assisting to develop the updating of our town’s 
Master Plan. The River remains a focus for 
protection and enhancement as a resource for Swanzey 
residents. 


As open areas and wetlands become subject to 
changes, we hope to provide input and planning to 
maintain them at their best potential in light of 
resource management. With this has come an increased 
awareness of Swanzey’s interrelation to the region, 
especially in terms of water resources.

LAND CONSERVATION INVESTMENT PROGRAM TASK FORCE 


The Land Conservation Task Force of Swanzey has 
had a busy year. Organized in April, the committee 
has met 27 times in the succeeding eight months. 
Twenty of those occasions were business meetings in 
Town Hall, two were public forums -- advertised in 
all the media of the region -- and five were weekend 
site visits to properties being considered for LCIP 
nomination. 


The Task Force 1s charged with selecting the 
site(s) to be preserved in Swanzey under the auspices 
of the state-wide Land Conservation Investment 
Program. A twenty million dollar program, LCIP 
allocates $13 million to the State for sites 
qualifying for “state-wide significance,” and $7 
million to towns to protect properties deemed 
valuable for the local community. Funds may be used 
for the purchase of lands outright, or for 
acquisition of development rights (“conservation 
easements") to the land. The criteria for selection 
are the state’s, but the goals, objectives, and every 
other aspect of the process, are entirely the 
responsibility of the local community. 


The Swanzey Task Force 1s comprised of four 
sworn members plus two regular consultants from the 
Conservation Commission. 


Adopting the goal articulated by the 
Conservation Commission to ‘preserve the natural 
beauty, rural character, natural resources, and high 
quality of life in Swanzey, the Task Force committed 
itself to the following four objectives: 


1. To protect the Ashuelot River and its 
tributaries by establishing a 500 foot greenway on 
each shoreline; 

2. 70 preserve prime agricultural lands; 

3. To protect the watershed for Swanzey Lake; 

4. To add to existing forest land in town. 


The Task Force inventoried natural resources, 
using available data such as the Mylar overlay maps 
in Town Hall depicting soils, slopes, hydrology, and 
the like; Soil Conservation Service maps, tax maps 
and files; as well as historicity and cultural 
significance. 
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The committee contacted nearly two dozen 
landowners, both private and public to invite 
participation. Following site visits and other 
screening, we opened negotiations with eleven 
landowners, whose parcels ranged in size from 18 to 
2000 acres. 


The summit of Honey Hill is the first site to be 
protected under LCIP. Another major site is at 
Tetter-of-intent stage. A third may be at the same 
state by the time of Town Meeting, and a fourth will 
begin negotiations in the spring. Three sites have 
been lost to market forces, and another has been 
refused for consideration under LCIP. The three 
others remain under active consideration and/or 
negotiation at this time (February 1989). The 
committee has three more months in which to complete 
its work, prior to the deadline for submission of 
proposals in the third and final round of the current 
LCLP Program. 


We commend the Town of Swanzey for appropriating 
“seed money’ for 1988, a portion of which we expect 
to expend prior to Town Meeting to secure appraisals, 
surveys, etc., and to seek larger LCIP matching 
grants. We ask a like amount of $30,000 for 1989, to 
complete our projects efficiently, and to be ready 
for the anticipated extension of LCIP for two 
additional years. These funds can be spent for LCIP 
purposes only, and only after a public hearing, and 
“with the approval of the Selectmen.

The program included youngsters from 
kindergarten through eighth grade, with K through 
fourth grade having the most participants. 


The Summer Program went well again this year under 
the direction of Haley Stubbs. Attendance was as 
high as seventy-one with a daily average of forty- 
one. Well done Haley! 


Brown Field had another busy year with about the same 
amount of usage. A problem has arisen at the new 
field with foul balls hitting a neighbor’s car and 
house. We are working to develop a remedy to this 
problem, but it may cost between $2,000 and $3,000. 
Until the problem is corrected, the new field will 
not be played on. 


Richardson Park saw an increase in usage this summer. 
Dick and Dot Toomey did and excellent job at the 
park. Because of their dedication, many improvements 
were made such as construction of a storage area 
under the building, repairing and painting tables, 
ground work and general maintenance. The Lake 
Association repaired the main gate and it 1S now in 
operation. We also experienced problems with after 
hours parties and vandalism at the park. Park hours 
are 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. We hope to more police 
patrols will curtail this after hours parties which 
leave broken glass which is a hazard to those who 
enjoy the park. Everyone’s cooperation is needed to 
keep our park clean and safe.

Classes from Wilcox School borrow books regularly 
with visits to the library every week, and several 
teachers from Mr. Caesar School take books for their 
classrooms.

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SEWER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 1988 


The West Swanzey Sewer System added 18 new users 
during 1988, bringing the total to 373. 


The Commissioners engaged W. Marketech, Inc. to 
perform a complete renovation and upgrading of the 
lagoon aeration system. This has already increased 
the efficiency of the system and should prolong the 
life of the plant. The cost for the renovation will 
be paid out of the Capital Reserve Fund. 


The Commission has been monitoring the installation 
of sewer lines at the Hillwood Adult Community Park 
on California Street in West Swanzey. Upon 
completion, this project will add approximately 100 
users to the system. 


The Commissioners also initiated a cost update of the 
North Swanzey Sewer Project and a pollution survey of 
the area around Wilson Pond. There were no 
indications of any severe pollution problems at the 
pond. The Board is going to examine the possibility 
of setting up a program for testing the ground water 
in the whole area. 


Because of the lack of Federal and State Funding, the 
Commission cannot justify asking the Town to bear the 
expense of sewering the North Swanzey area at this 
time. The Commission will be exploring the 
possibility of running a sleeve under the runway 
during the upcoming airport construction for use in 
the future. It would be cost effective to do the 
work while the runway 1s being moved. The 
determining factor as to whether or not the 
commissioners will go forward with this project will 
be the final cost estimates to be received when bids 
are in for the airport renovations.

Yardley, it was unanimously voted to accept the Article as read, 
and to authorize the Commissioners to borrow such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes. 


Under Article 4 - There being no further business to come before 
the meeting, on motion of Barry Yardley, seconded by Louise 
Wright it was unanimously voted to adjourn.
